Enemy finally driven from Kontum 


SAIGON (IJP I)—South Vietnamese troops drove the last remnants 
of a North Vietnamese commando force out of Kontum city in the 
Central Highlands of South Vietnam today after fighting them inside 
the besieged provincial capital since May 26, military spokesmen said 
They said that 2,000 government infantrymen backed by U S 
helicopter gunships and South Vietnamese artillery overran a military 
hospital and a tank compound which were the last two Communist 
strong points inside the city. 
Two ground battalions seized the hospital during the morning in a 
pincer attack and two other battalions captured the tank base in a 
similar maneuver during the afternoon, a spokesman in the Central 
Highlands said Kontum is 260 miles north of Saigon. 


The South Vietnamese command in Saigon said that 166 Communist 
soldiers were killed in the* Kontum fighting 
112 at the hospital and 54 
at the tank base 
The command reported only one South Vietnamese soldier was 
killed and one wounded Questioned about the low government losses, 
a command spokesman said 
“That’s very amazing. I ’ve been asking 
myself why also ” 
The North Vietnamese commandos pushed into Kontum on May 26, 
seizing the hospital, the tank compound and a Roman Catholic 
hospital Government troops recaptured the church last Sunday 
The government command has reported a total of 2,397 North 
Vietnamese troops killed in the Kontum fighting 
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McGovern heavily favored 


to win today in California 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - George 
S. McGovern, dismissed as a fringe 
candidate only three months ago, 
today was heavily favored to win the 
crucial California primary. A solid 
victory could trigger a steamroller 
leading to McGovern’s nomination 
as 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidate. 
McGovern was expected to defeat 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey in a head- 
to-head collision between the two 
leading 
candidates 
for 
the 
nomination and possibly put to an 
end, for all time, the former vice 
president’s hopes of becoming presi­ 
dent. 


McGovern also was favored to 
turn back Humphrey in the New 
Jersey and New Mexico presidential 
primaries and was unopposed in his 
home state of South Dakota. 
At stake in the four primaries was 
a rich harvest of 415 delegates to the 
national convention, opening July 10 
in Miami Beach, and McGovern was 
certain of adding to his leading total 
of 516.5 votes. It takes 1,509 to win 
the nomination. 
The winner takes all 271 delegate 
votes 
out 
of 
California; 
New 
Jersey’s 109 delegate votes are 
apportioned among the winners in 
congressional districts; 
in 
New 
Mexico, the top two finishers split 
the state’s 18 delegate votes; and 
McGovern has South Dakota’s 17 
locked up. 
Although the California primary 
was considered mostly a McGovern* 
Humphrey showdown, George C. 
Wallace has mounted a major write- 
in campaign. 


Wallace, paralyzed from the waist 
down by the bullets of a would-be 
assassin, launched a massive media 
blitz and sent to California his wife, 
Cornelia, and his son, George Jr., to 
campaign on his behalf. 


Two other candidates on the 
ballot, 
former Sen 
Eugene J. 
McCarthy and Los Angeles Mayor 
Sam Yorty, gave up their personal 
campaigns 
Yorty 
endorsed 
Humphrey Monday and McCarthy 
threw his support to McGovern 


Also on the ballot are Rep. Shirley 
Chisholm, who has campaigned in 
California only sporadically; Sen 
Edmund 
S. 
Muskie, 
once 
the 
favorite who pulled out of all 
primaries after disastrous defeats 
in Massachusetts and Pennsylvania; 
and New York Mayor John Lindsay, 
who bowed out after the Wisconsin 
primary. 


President Nixon was assured of

sweeping the California primary He 
already has 633 delegate votes of the 
674 needed for nomination and 
California will provide him with 96 
more. 


Supremely confident of winning, 
McGovern campaigned only half a

Supervisors okay 
$70.3 million 
county budget

The Board of Supervisors voted 
unanimously Monday to approve a 
proposed $70,331,098 1972-73 county 
budget which conceivably could 
forestall a rise in the current $3.60 
county tax levy 
However, grave uncertainties as 
to state 
reimbursement 
in the 
county mental health and Medi-Cal 
programs could change this picture 
Another factor looming ahead is 
the 
prospect 
of 
some 
salary 
increases for most or all of the more 
than 2,600 county employees. 
“ This could amount to $1 million 
or 
more,” 
declared 
a 
county 
official “ That would be about 15 
cents on the tax rate ” 
Budget public hearings will be* 
from July 5 - 12 
S a la r y 
read ju stm en t 
recommendations 
will 
rest 
on 
results of an eight-county survey, 
with pay raises effective July 3, on 
the basis of new data acquired up to 
July 6 It’s possible, it is admitted, 
county employees will wind up with 
a token raise again — as last year 
because data from several of the 
counties won’t be finalized by July 6 
for evaluation locally. 


Administrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson told supervisors the 
proposed 
budget 
represents 
a 
smaller increase — $3.5 million — 
than has been the case in preceding 
years. 
He 
attributes 
general 
inflation and price increases — 
along with added employee benefits 
— as being factors in the increase 
Johnson estimated that a possible 
$25-million 
increase in assessed 
valuation could bring as much as 


$900,000 in additional county tax 
revenue into the county general 
fund. 
Actual increase won’t be 
known until the first of next month, 
however 
The administrative officer said 
net county cost of welfare is down 
about $400,000 as estimated for the 
new fiscal year starting July 1 A 
surplus from last year’s general 
relief program is most helpful in 
achieving this figure 
But with additional population 
building and added services 
plus 
inflation — the public protection, 
health 
services 
and 
public 
assistance programs continue to 
spiral, with total costs representing 
92*/2 percent of total recommended 
$3 5 million increase 
However, county revenues in the 
form of aid from federal and state 
sources is rising, also, as worthy 
new programs get underway and 
older ones continued 
The county is taking up the slack 
caused by closure of city jails in the 
county, it was shown 
The capital outlay figure is upped 
$929,625 to a new total of $1,900,000 
in the recommendations 
Added salary requirements are 
estimated at $2.3 million due to 
added positions, previous salary 
boosts, and added fringe benefits 
Capital outlay projects supported 
for the new fiscal year include 
$378,700 for the new Lompoc office 
building, and $400,000 for a juvenile 
hall or detention facility in Santa 
Maria area.. 
The proposed $672,000 Ellwood 
recreational pier project would be 
financed by outside agencies with 
Signal Oil donating the pier to the 
county.

Nader criticizes 
McGovern anxious to soothe Demo governors 
Sierra Club 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Kalph Nader contends the Sierra 
Club, one of the nation's most venerable and largest 
conservation groups, is “ rapidly turning into a front group 
for business ’’ 
Nader's charge brought a sharp retort from the Califor­ 
nia-based club Its Sacramento lobbyist, John Zierold, said 
N ader’s linking the organization to business interests was 
the “ ultim ate refinement of folly.” He said N ader’s 
charges were “outrageously inaccurate 
Nader at a Washington news conference Monday faulted 
the club for failing to take a public stand on Proposition 9, a 
proposal on California's prim ary election ballot today 
The 
proposal 
would 
impose 
strict 
environmental 
safeguards in the state-p lacin g a five-year m oratorium on 
construction of atomic power plants, banning the use of 
DDT. prohibiting oil drilling in tidelands and imposing 
harsh penalties for any kind of air pollution 
The consumer advocate said the Sierra Club should have 
taken a public stand because the proposition dealt with a 
“ key issue" in its area of interest Nader said “ infiltra­ 
tion" by business interests was an apparent reason for the 
failure to take a position. 
Nader said he had asked the Public Relations Society of 
America to investigate the public relations firm of Whita­ 
ker 
Baxter of 
San 
Francisco, 
which 
has 
attacked 
Proposition 9 on behalf of industrial clients. He said the 
firm had shown a “callous disregard" of professional 
ethics. 
Nader said the leaders of the Sierra Club were “ getting 
old like the labor leaders.” 


Scientist's keeping 
eye on drought 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Geological Survey said 
Monday its water scientists are watching with concern 
drought 
conditions 
which 
are 
beginning 
to 
reduce 
streamflow in many areas of California, Arizona, New 
Mexico, and a four-state area centered on northeastern 
Texas. 
E. L. Hendricks, the survey’s chief hydrologist, blamed 
the decline in surface w ater supplies on “ unprecedented 
shortages of rainfall in recent months coupled with an 
absence of lower altitude mountain snow cover " 
In the Phoenix. Ariz., area, there has been no m easurable 
precipitation for about five months. But this has not yet 
critically affected w ater supplies, Hendricks said, because 
of above-normal rainfall in October and December, 1971, 
along with natural and artifical storage. 
But if the drought persists, Hendricks said, a w ater shor­ 
tage “of serious m agnitude" could occur by late this year 
or early 1973. 
In New Mexico, stream flow in May was the lowest in 56 
years on the Pecos River at Santa Rosa and the lowest in 71 
years on the Rio Grande near San Ildefonson Storage in 
most reservoirs was “ far below normal 
except at 
Alamagordo. 
In Southern California the lowest potential spring runoff 
JM ay through July) “ may be looming for Kern, Tule, and 
Kings rivers in the Tulare and Buena Vista Lake basins. 
But holdover storage in m ajor reservoirs is above average 
and adequate w ater supplies are available from them and 
from ground-water pumping 
In Oklahoma early May rains somewhat relieved serious 
drought conditions But flow of the Washita river near Dur- 
wood has been below normal since January, and Lake Altus 
in the southwest corner of the state was still too low on May 
31 to perm it releases for irrigation downstream.

The County Air Pollution Control District 
and the county counsel’s office have been 
asked by the state to draw up proposed 
"model 
type 
rules’’ 
as 
to 
different 
agricultural burning laws affecting various 
parts of the county. 
The county’s rules and 
regulations 
committee, 
meanwhile, 
has 
planned 
another session on the subject June 29 in 
Solvang 
Any such proposals would go 
through the committee and on to the Board 
of Supervisors for eventual approval. 
North county supervisors have been 
repeatedly 
saying 
conditions 
are 
so 
different in certain north county areas 
regarding 
air 
pollution 
that 
some 
allowances might be made there. 
It is admitted that the South Coast with 
its higher population density must be 
protected from backyard burning recently 
abolished and other heavier burnings of 


waste materials. 
Board chairman Curtis Tunnell said he 
has been appealed to by numerous low 
income elderly persons in Santa Maria 
area to allow burnings of cuttings and other 
landscape material deemed too expensive 
to have to take to a county refuse area 
"I feel we ought to allow this kind of 
burning,” he said 
Agriculturalists testified before the State 
Air Resources Board in Santa Barbara 
recently to be allowed to burn containers of 
pesticides, 
for 
example, 
and 
other 
agricultural waste not allowed for burning 
at this time. 
Clifton Seymour, Air Pollution Control 
District head, told the supervisors the 
Rules and Regulations Committee at its 
upcoming Solvang session will also try to 
determine extent of burning of leaves and 
trimmings in meeting regulations. 
Forest Service proposes 
new brush stand density 


The U.S. Forest Service is proposing 
modification of brush stand density in 
county areas of Los Padres National 
Forest, as part of a statewide program of 
introducing annual perennial grasses in 
place of the explosive brush 
County supervisors Monday heard a 
report from Santa Barbara District Ranger 
Don Vaughn, who promised it was "not a 
large-scale program...but larger than in 
the past” with primary aim to reduce 
"areas burned by wildfires and to save 
human 
lives, 
property 
and 
natural 
resources.” 
There are some controversial features 
about the program, Vaughn admitted, 
because herbicides are often used in such 
programs 
to 
change 
wildland 
plant 
communities 
At the request of Supervisor George H. 
Clyde, who wanted to make a more 
intensive study of the program as affecting 
his First District and other areas, the 
board approved continuance of the matter 
until next Monday. 
Los Padres Forest Supervisor Robert L. 
Lancaster had requested comments from 
the supervisors, along with other public 


agencies in the area, before embarking on 
the stepped-up program 
Some 25 easements are being sought 
from Carpinteria Valley landowners to 
assist in setting up fuel breaks on lands 
involved in the Romero wildfire, Vaughn 
showed. 
Vaughn said the Forest Service wouldn’t 
continue to use herbicides in the brush 
work after July 1 if the environmental 
statement wasn’t acceptable to the county. 
Creation of fuel breaks has been the 
primary object up to now. The extended 
program would break up large stands of 
brush into blocks. 
Clyde said he was wondering if local 
areas "would have any say” in control of 
the program particularly if all brush was 
removed from certain large areas and 
grasses planted instead. 
Vaughn described it as an "on-going 
program going ahead on the basis of local 
approval.” 


Major impact of such a program might 
be on the front range facing the South 
it was felt. This is where major wildfires 
have occurred in recent years in areas of 
brush grown up over decades.

Salmon return, 
rock fish good

OCEAN FISHING 
The latest report from the Sports Fishing Institute says. 
The Quality of Fishing Reflects the Quality of Living.” If 
this is so, the salmon fisherm en must have had a very 
varied experience last week 
The ! ishing at the start of the week was as poor as it could 
have been, with experienced anglers trolling for hours 
without a strike. Overnight the picture changed and fishing 
has been excellent, with doubtless a much improved 
“ quality of living!” 
The hsh which had been close to shore apparently moved 
out to sea, exemplified by the big com m ercial boats getting 
many and big fish. 
The reason of this move is unexplainable. One school of 
thought is that over the holiday, anyone who had the 
faintest facsim ile of a boat was out salmon fishing. This, 
combined with the presence of com m ercial fishermen, 
scared the food fish out to sea, with the salmon natural 
following the “ chow line.” 
Well, this is as good a reason as any! The fish are back, 
and are still close to shore off Pismo Pier. They are also 
running on the large side, at least the Chinooks are. The 
silvers are still holding down to about six pounds. 
As usual rock fishing is still going strong, and many 
anglei s having limited on salmon have been rounding up the 
sack with a m ess of blues and yellow tail bass, just as good 
eating. 
Ventura Sportsfishing Landing reports that action on 
black sea bass has been good, with fish up to 200 pounds 
being taken in the vicinity of Santa Cruz Island. 
Bottom fishing out of San Simeon has been exceptionally 
good Ling cod are still being taken, in fact m ost fisherm en 
are taking near lim its of bottom fish. 
Locally surf fishing has not been too good, probably due 
to the condition of the moon, which appears to have a very 
definite effect on barred perch which are the main take at 
local beaches. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Lakes and stream s are still recovering from the heavy 
pressure of the holiday weekend. Lopez Lake was heavily 
planted both by the DFG and the county, and fishing was 
fair to good in the sm all accessible parts of the lake. The 
deep w ater along the shoreline from the launching ram p to 
the concrete bridge was the hot spot for the bank 
fisherman, provided he could navigate the “ goat” trails 
down the cliff sides. 
Access to the lake under the bridge and up the old stream 
bed is by walking from the “ swimming hole alongside the 
main road. The fish appear to take this route soon as they 
are planted, and here was about the best action. 
Cottonwood is being taken over for finger docks, and 
some good holes have been lost. The lake is shallow near 
the horse corral, but there are some deep holes near the 
large barbecue pits before reaching the club cam p sites. 
However a boat is getting to be a m ust on this lake, and the 
I inger docks may fill a long-felt need for those who want to 
leave their boat perm anently docked and cared for. 
in 
pite of much adverse publicity over the closure of 
Nacimiento Lake, the m anagem ent still avers that there will 
be no closure, except for some cam p sites below high w ater 
mark So Art Price, the m arina m anager goes on to say 
crappie, after a three weeks absence have come back and 
ire being taken by the basketfull from the shallow stumpy 
Hats Wind drifting a feather jig seem s to be the most 
productive method of taking them 
White bass are still hitting hard, with lim its plentiful. 
Ik st action is trolling a spinner down the middle of the 
lake 
1’hese scrappy fish, for some reason, have changed 
their haunts from the shallows to the deep w ater of the 
lake. 
Large mouth bass still on the sm all side, with best action 
ichieved by using diving lures or plastic worms. 
Catfishing on the quiet side, with few large fish being 
vcighed m Anchovy or dead shad the best baits at this 
tune. 
Margarita Lake on the very quiet side. Even blue gill 
v. re not hitting the afternoon we hit the lake, and action 
was very slow on catfish and bass. So we cam e away with 
light bags, but still enjoyed an evening on the lake at White 
Oak Flats, an ideal spot to just relax. 
The only stocking we have any report on is in Ventura 
County w ith Piru and Rose Valley Lakes, and Upper Sespe 
( i i ek I he list is shrinking owing to w ater conditions. 
Going further afield, the DFG has cancelled planting of 
trophy fish this spring in Isabella Lake. In view of 
deter iorating w ater conditions, the departm ent decided not 
to i isk the planting of 84,000, four to-five pound trout valued 
at $45,000. 
The decision was prom pted by poor runoff, about 22 per 
cent of normal Run off w as600c.I. per second com pared to 
2,500 to 3,000 c f. in a norm al year.

Mr Cannon’s comment above may have been true five years ago, but 
according to lo<’al sporting good stores and bait shops, fishing by Lompoc 
and Vandenberg Air Force Base residents has ‘‘increased greatly” in the 
last year, especially surf fishing. 
On most weekends men, boys, and even women are seen fishing off Surf, 
Jalam a Beach and the beach at VAFB. 
And, as Cannon said, there is an abundance of fish along the coast line. 
Everyone m akes a catch and some fishermen catch their 10 fish lim it per 
day 
Good Taste 
Are the fish any good to eaC^ ‘‘Salt w ater fish is the best fish there is to 
eat. It has a real good taste," claim s Glenn Tarnter who has fished at Surf 
since first being stationed at VAFB. 
Jim Saye, 22, and David Moser, 16, both of Lompoc, enjoy surf fishing. 
However. David gives his catch to Jim . He doesn’t like to eat fish, just to 
fish. 
Lewis Dunn, a Lompoc resident, surf fishes and brings along his two sons, 
Robin, II, and Chris, 9, who som etim es fish, but spent a lot of tim e over the 
Memorial Day weekend digging up bait and playing near the water. 
All three like the taste of the ocean perch they bring home at the end of a 
fishing adventure, which Mrs. Dunn rolls in flour and deep fries. 
Free Perch 
And the perch are free — alm ost. The only costs involved are for a salt 
water fishing license ($4.00), if you are between the ages of 15 and 65 (its 
free if you are not), and for necessary fishing gear (rod, reel, hooks, etc: 
approxim ately $35 00), if you don’t already own this equipment. 
Well, the bait is definitely free. Jim Saye and David Moser, like the other 
surf fishermen, dig sand crabs and blood worms out of the wet sand with a 
shovel. (Note; some people buy other types of bait — shrimp, clam s, 
m ussels.) 
“ It’s best to use the sand crabs with eggs for bait,” explained Lew Dunn. 
The orange eggs are easily visible between a crabs’ legs. 
Beginning now through late Septem ber is the best tim e for surf fishing. 
Both sand crabs and ocean perch are spawning and are in plentiful supply. 
Fish Year Around 
But Surf is fished all year around by many locals, as are the other 
beaches. 
The best tim e of the day to surf fish is when the tide is coming in and at 
high tide. “ As the fish’s food is taken in with the high tide, the fish comes in 
with a breaker and leaves with a breaker to get its food,” said Tarnter. 
The fishing line then is thrown over the closest breakers. 
Most surf fishermen use a spinning reel (as opposed to a casting reel 
which too often backlashes in this kind of fishing). Rods are at least eight 
feet in length. 
Tide books that list the tim es of daily high and low tides are available free 
at sporting good stores and bait shops 
Surf fishermen are quick to warn about the treacherous ripe tides of Surf. 
Swimming has never been recommended in these waters and fishermen are 
careful when casting out their lines. 
Strong Waves 
They never go further out than above their knees. 
“ A strong wave can knock you off balance and that tide will carry you

right out," warned Tarnter. 
The best catches are made when the waves are calm and coming in a 
m oderate intervals. 
Perch weighing as much as five pounds are caught off Surf. Most 
fishermen throw fish weighing under one pound back into the ocean. 
Once in awhile someone will land a flounder. 
Fishing at tim es is a m atter of luck. Lew Dunn has fished alongside other 
fishermen who can't make one catch, while he is pulling in his limit. 
Why? “ If I knew that I’d patent it," he said.

Budget woes 


A budget of a little more than $71 million 
dollars is before the County Board of 
Supervisors this week. This is an increase 
from an approximate $69 million budget 
last year. 
However, 
County 
Adm inistrative 
Officer 
Raymond Johnson 
says he is 
hopeful that the county’s tax levy of $3.60 
per $100 assessed valuation won’t be hiked 
this 
year. 
Certainly, 
every 
county 
taxpayer feels the same. 
The sad part of county budgeting this 
year 
is 
the uncertainty of what the 
Legislature plans to do with major tax 
reforms. As Johnson sees it, there is little 
hope that there will be tax relief. “Given 
the 
present 
composition 
of 
the 
Legislature, 
it seems unlikely that a 
meaningful compromise measure can be 
achieved,’ 
Johnson told the board of 
supervisors. 
Even should reform take place, County 


Supervisors will still be taced with major 
fiscal decisions concerning the 1972-73 
budget. 
There 
is 
a 
considerable 
uncertainty as to potential losses in State- 
Medi-Cal revenue; there is uncertainty as 
to the exact amount of property tax relief 
funding; there is uncertainty in assessed 
valuation. 
On top of this, there are requests for an 
additional $100,000 for funding from Santa 
Barbara Royal Presidio, a Child’s Estate, 
added public library support and added 
county law library support. In addition, 
Supervisors w ill be faced with maintaining 
the Methadone program in the county now 
that the California Council on Criminal 
Justice has indicated support is no longer 
forthcoming from their source. 
It is certain that taxpayers will follow, 
with interest, the deliberations by the 
supervisors in setting the 1972-73 spending 
guide.

Music appreciation 


Occasionally, if one is alert, you 
can catch a really good program on 
TV. On Channel 8 the other night 
Leonard Bernstein conducted the 
Vienna 
Symphony 
O rchestra 
at 
Albert Hall in London in a program 
of Handel, Ravel and Schumann. 
Handel 
leaves 
me 
cold, 
and 
I 
switched to another program during 
the Schumann but the Ravel was an 
outstanding experience. 
In the first place, R av el’s music is 
always exciting and beautiful so 
Bernstein had a good thing to start 
with. 
Secondly, 
Bernstein 
is 
no 
slouch in anything in the m usical 
field. 
He composes 
(“ West Side 
Story” , 
to 
nam e 
a 
popular 
instance), 
conducts 
and 
plays 
several instrum ents, including the 
piano. The number on this program 
was the Concerto in G for piano and 
orchestra in which he was both the 
conductor and soloist. Both the first 
and 
last 
m ovem ents 
go 
ripping 
at a fast clip and there he was, 
pudgy 
little fingers playing 
like 
sixty, conducting with whichever 
hand was not busy at the moment. 
Whenever I get involved in playing I 
have 
to 
use 
ev ery 
bit 
of 
concentration 
and 
talent 
I 
can 
muster up ju st to get the notes, let 
alone ride herd on an orchestra to 
see 
that 
they 
a re 
behaving 
them selves, musically. He worked 
up quite a head of steam doing all 
this and between movements he 
wiped his face off with his hanky at 
great 
length, 
while 
the 
English 
audience 
patiently 
and 
quietly 
waited for him to proceed. The 
middle movement was one of the 
most exquisite pieces of music I 
have had the pleasure of hearing and 
Lenny was superb He cast a spell 
with his delicate tones and nuances 
of sound. I becam e so taken with the 
Concerto that I put in an order for it 
the next day — luckily, Bernstein is 
playing it on the record. 
This m atter of m usical concerts 
brings something to my mind that I 
feel should be said. The Los Angeles 
Philharm onic O rchestra with Zubin 
Mehta 
conducting, 
performed 
in 
Santa M aria recently in the Sports 
Arena at Hancock College. There 
was an audience of over 3,000 which 
was a wonderful response from the 
area and hopefully this is just the 
first of many other concerts there. 
However, the audience should be 
aware that there is an obligation 
that they have to the conductor and 
the orchestra. They are obliged to 
sit quietly between movements of a 
symphony or concerto or any piece 
of music that has several parts or 
even a group of short compositions 
that are grouped together for some 
reason One does NOT clap or talk 
or move about The conductor and 
orchestra work very hard to build a 
mood, 
which 
carries 
from

section to another so when people 
clap this mood is shattered. It also 
tells them that their audience is 
unschooled in the etiquette of the 
concert 
hall. 
Unfortunately, 
this 
was the case in Santa Maria I am 
hopeful that this column will at least

Conservation D istrict has mounted 
the ram part in a drive to protect all 
of us from the catastrophy of lost 
water rights. 


In a letter written 
by 
legal 
counsel 
Stan 
H atch 
and 
Signed by William 
Laranjo, SYRW CD 
president, a word of 
caution is sounded 
for 
all 
attorneys, 
r e a l 
e s t a t e 
a g e n cie s, 
banks, 
title com panies and 
savings 
and 
loan 
com panies 
doing 
bu sin ess 
in 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
and 
Lompoc Valleys. 


It has to do with land which is 
“ subdivided 
into 
one 
or 
more 
parcels and the larger parcel has a 
w atercourse running through it.” If 
the one who w rites up the deed fails 
to include a transfer of the water 
rights the rights could be lost. 
More information can be obtained 
by contacting a qualified attorney or 
the 
legal 
counsel 
of 
the 
water 
district. 


Hatch has been playing it close to 
the chest for some tim e now in his 
preparations for the showdown with 
the south county over water from 
the dams on the upper Santa Ynez 
River.
